«cet lias been given to Captain Picker- 
nig. Secretary Herbert expressed sur- 
prise that an ollicer of Admiral Stan- 
ton's experience and standing should 
commit such a blunder, and bis prompt 
action was taken with the purpose of 
announcing to the world that

Pricesof fruit nnd farm prod- 
ucts have gone down to bedrock, raisins 
and wine are flat, while the bottom has 
evidently dropped completely out of the 
sheep business.

Each of the three squads was under the 
dim-lion of a marshal or captain, but 
other than this there was no attempt at 
military display during the inarch. 


They'apphed" at the foot of Market 


street lor free transportation, but the 
superintendent could not grant it with- 
out, instructions from headquarters: 


The spokesman, in speaking of their 


plans and purposes, said: "We arc not 
tramps. At least, we arc not as yet, but 
we are going to be for a week or two. 
We came from the camp of the unem- 
ployed, and have alxjut made up our 
minds that the sooner we get away from 
here the sooner we will find work. 


"We want to go south, some of us as 


far as New Orleans, where there is work 
at levee building to be had. 
If you will 


give us a start by passing ue across the 
bay we will be very much obliged. 
Wo 


ItaVe read that the railroads are not in- 
terfering with breakheam and platform 
passengers now, and afl«r we get over 
:,he water we'll make it all right" if that 
is the case." 


Not being able to obtain trnnsporta- 


,ion ul Market street they went to the 
['eople'a ferry and were" passed over to 
Oakland free of charge. 


The crowd was subjected to much in- 


errogation during the wait about the 
rerry lauding aud the men freely an- 
v.vered all the question? asked. They 
said they had received information that 
work was to be had along the .Sunset 
route and at Us terminus, and that they 
'iad formed an organization with the 
flea of traveling together as far as prac- 
ticable. 


Heading of the railroad order to let 


;ramps ride free suggested the idea of 
.lie trip to them, and the past two or 
three days linvc been ."pent in laying 
•>l:n.s. One of the agreements is that 
iny member of the party caught sleal- 
ng on the road slum be immediately 
lelnirred from further companionship.
